He said the Agent raade inquiry regarding an incident 
that involved an ambulance picking up a young person off 
the street about five minutes before the Presidential 
motorcade arrived at the Houston-Elm Street intersection 
on 11/22/63. He stated he has learned that BUSTER HAAS, 
who works in the nev;s room during the evening and night 
hours (and who could be contacted at home during the day, 
telephone CA 4-1280) can furnish considerable information 
regarding the above referred to incident as HAAS had a 
position of vantage and viev;ed this entire incident as 
well as the motorcade.
